Earlier 'Hoax' Stories 


DENVER ort—Rem em ber 
those 
wedding gifts President Eisenhow­ 
er sent to Soviet M arshal Georgi 
Zhukov’s daughter? Well, the P res­ 
ident now has a thank you note 
from Zhukov and a photograph of 
the m arshal’s fam ily. 
And that, said the White House 
in telling about it, ought to be a 
“ pretty good rebuttal’’ of pub­ 
lished reports that the Russians 
perpetrated a whopping hoax on 
Eisenhower at the Geneva Big 
Four conference. 
The reports were 
that Zhukov 
(he and Eisenhow er got to be good 
friends after World W ar II) not 
only had no just-m arried daughter 
but apparently no daughter at all. 
The IO by 12 inch handsom ely 
fram ed photograph which Zhukov, 
the Soviet defense m inister, sent to 
the President shows 
two daugh­ 
ters, both appearing to be in their 
early twenties. And in the accom ­ 
panying note the m arshal points 
out one of them , blonde Ella, as 
the girl who got m arried in July. 
The picture, 
received 
by 
the 
President n few days ago through 
diplom atic channels, does not show 
E lla’s new husband. But Zhukov’s 
note, the White House said, nam es 
the bridegroom as Kliment Petro­ 
vich Voroshilov.

Daily Average During Last Month 
Greatest In Water Dept. History

The announcement was made 
by Ervin Leist, city utilities di­ 
rector. He said an 
average 
of 
993 000 gallons pp*, day was used 
for 
the 
city’s 
water 
needs. 
(There were only three days of 
measurable rain here last month, 
according to the local 
weather 
bureau.) 
More than one million gallons of 
w ater was used at least 14 days 
out of last month, he noted. The 
m axim um was reached on Aug. 5 
when 1,143,000 gallons were used; 
the m inimum was 725,000 gallons 
on Aug. 14. 
Least pointed out that the aver­ 
age for August 1954 was 759,000. In 
July of this year, the city used up 
an average of 827,000 per day; in 
July of 1954, 
the daily 
average 
was 820,000.

SO FAR this year, he said, the 


daily average is 738,000 gallons. In 
1954, the daily average was 698,000; 
in 1953, 667,000. 
The city’s w ater supply is ade­ 
quate, Leist said. But he was quick 
to point out that there is a des- 
i perate need for m ore storage' to 
insure constant pressure. 
“Sure 
we have 
enough wa­ 
ter,” he said. “But in case of a 
big fire, outlying districts would 
get very little pressure until it 
could be built back up. 
“ Engineers have recommended 
that we build another storage tank 
closer in to town. The city’s w ater 
needs have gone way beyond our 
storage facilities.” 
Leist added that another prob­ 
lem was still confronting local res­ 
idents. He said the “ colored” w ater 
situation has not im proved any in 
the past year. He renewed his plea 
for the addition

m ent facilities.

American 
custom s, including ham burgers, cokes and 
hot dogs, go along with the efficiency. 
G erm an children go about in Roy R ogers 
and Davy Crockett costum es. The s t a i d 
British are publishing A m erican c o m i c 
strips. French girls chew gum and say 
“ okay.” Spain has introduced the soda 
fountain. 
T eenagers in Italy w ear je an s and jitter­ 
bug.

Iranian 'swains direct wolf 
whistles at the veiled P ersian beauties. 
A m erica’s im pact on Ja p a n is now an old 
story. 
In view of this world-wide acceptance of 
A m erican custom s, it will be a pity if 
A m erican s living abroad do not cultivate 
the knack of acting neighborly. A m erica 
m a y be losing a splendid opportunity to 
convince the world that it produces likeable 
people along with the goods that peoples 
everyw here are so enthusiastically accept­ 
ing. 


TAILORED TO FIT 
SEA SO N A L industries are meeting the 
guaranteed annual w age threat head-on by 
leveling the peaks and valleys in their 
year-round operations. A classic exam ple 
of what is known as job stabilization con­ 
cerns the m anufacture of C hristm as cards. 
Traditionally the m ak ers of the holiday 
greetings hav taken it easy about nine 
months of the year, putting on the steam 
ju st before the holiday season. Now a big 
New York com pany in the field has begun 
to turn out the work at about the sam e pace 
throughout the year. The card s are stored 
in a rented warehouse until the year-end 
C h ristm as buying rush begins. 
Of course not all types of 
inventories 
lend them selves to long term warehousing. 
This is mainly true of com petitive design 
item s and bulky ones that consum e large 
am ounts of space. 
Som e 
m anufacturers 
are 
stabilizing 
their operations by training workers to do 
m ore than one job, to be transferable if 
work should slow down in their own im m e­ 
diate departm ents. In som e cases produc­ 
tion workers are being groom ed also for 
m aintenance tasks. 
This doubling-up doesn’ t suit all unions, 
but m anagem ent’s right to pay a man for 
work and not for idleness is unassailable. 
Now that G.A.W. has been brought into 
play, industry, having p r o v e d sm art 
enough to m eet its payrolls, can be expect­ 
ed to tailor them to m eet altered condi­ 
tions. 


TU RN O V ER IN JU D IC IA R Y 
W HEN TH E LA TE Franklin Roosevelt 
had been in the White House one term, he 
grew restive because of the number of R e­ 
publicans in the federal judiciary. He lost 
his effort to hasten control of the Suprem e 
Court but before he died he saw the pre­ 
ponderance of federal judicial posts held 
by D em ocrats. 
The 
process 
of 
attrition 
apparently 
m oves more rapidly now. President E isen­ 
hower, after a tenure of two and a half 
y e ars, has three Republican justices on 
the Suprem e Court, two of them his a p ­ 
pointees. Three D em ocratic m em bers are 
or soon will be of retirem ent age and the 
President could have the replacem ent of 
all of them if he runs for and wins a sec­ 
ond term . 
F e d eral judges m ay hold office for life, 
but since Jan u ary , 1953, the President has 
had the replacem ent of nearly a fourth of 
them because of deaths and retirements. 
Pensions have been raised along with sa l­ 
aries and retirement now se em s m ore at­ 
tractive. 


George E. Sokol s k y s 
These Days 


Herbert Hoover has had three Admin­ 
istrative positions in the Government of 


the United States: Food Administrator un­ 
der Woodrow Wilson; Secretary of Com ­ 
m erce under Presidents Harding and Cool- 


idge; President of the United States for 
one term. 
In these three positions over a period of 
16 years, he fam iliarized himself with the 
structure and procedures of Adm inistra­ 
tion. In addition, he spent from 1933 to the 
present day studying intensively problem s 
of Administration. Altogether he has been 
in public life 41 years. In 1947, President 
Trum an turned to him to organize and 
head a Com m ission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government. The 
President, the Senate and the House of 
R epresentatives each provided a third of 
the m em bership of this Com m ission which 
w as non-partisan. 
The first Hoover Com m ission w as lim it­ 
ed 
to m anagem ent problem s. Nearly 75 
percent 
of 
its 
recom m endations have 
been adopted in whole or in p^rt. 
The 
second 
Hoover 
Commission, 
a p ­ 
pointed by President Eisenhower, also con­ 
sisting of m em b ers provided by the P resi­ 
dent, the Senate and the House of R epre­ 
sentatives, had a wider m an date in the Act 
of Congress bringing it into existence. It 
w as 
asked 
to 
m ake 
recom m endations 
eliminating 
non-essential 
services 
and 
functions and activities which are com peti­ 
tive with private enterprise. It was author­ 
ized to m ake recom m endations w h i c h 
would reconsider the value of activities and 
institutions 
of governm ent which cam e 
into existence during the em ergencies of 
depression and war. 
The Com m ission w as non-partisan in 
character, consisting of Herbert Hoover, 
Herbert Brownell, Jr ., J a m e s A. F arley, 
Arthur S. Flem ing, Senator Styles Bridges, 
Senator John L. McClellan, R o b e r t G. 
Storey, Representative Clarence J . Brown, 
Representative Chet Holifield, Joseph P. 
Kennedy, Sidney A. Mitchell and Solomon 
C. Hollister. At no time did the C om m is­ 
sion divide on a political basis, although 
| there w as plenty of division of opinion and 
dissenting reports. 
The principal criticism of the H o o v e r 
Com m ission’s 
recom m endations 
is not 
that they are not based on accurate data 
but that in effect they would work a revo­ 
lution in the sense that they would undo 
the trends toward socialization which go 
by the term , the New Deal. (For socializa­ 
tion, they use the term, social welfare.) It 
has been suggested that what Hoover is 
trying to do is to liquidate the social revo­ 
lution of the past 22 years. 
On the one hand, the citizens are told 
that we m ust reduce taxes, reduce the n a­ 
tional debt, balance the budget, and pro­ 
duce efficient government; on the o t h e r 
hand, we are told that no m easu res taken 
during the dangerous period of depression 
or during the expansionist period of w ar 
m ust in any way be changed, limited or 
abolished. A vested interest h as grown up 
in the purposes and institutions of the de­ 
pression-war periods. 
Hoover tak es the position that the d e ­ 
pression-war periods and their Adminis­ 
trative consequences need to be reviewed 
and that what is no longer needed, what is 
duplicative, what interferes with the A m er­ 
ican economy, what is unnecessarily bur­ 
densom e upon the Am erican t a x p a y e r 
should be abolished or at least a m a lg a ­ 
m ated. 
This 
position 
e m b arrasse s 
Senators, 
Representatives and even the Adm inistra­ 
tion who have to face those whose private 
interests benefit by Government ex trav a­ 
gance and inefficiency. On the other hand, 
som e of the recorfimendations run counter 
to doctrinaire positions held, with sincer­ 
ity, by som e citizens. So there is a fight 
in the offing. 
, 
Some of those opposed to the Hoover R e ­ 
ports assum ed that after they were filed 
with Congress, most of them would be for­ 
gotten. After all, these reports and their 
recom m endations go to various Congres­ 
sional Com m ittees where they can die in 
pigeon-holes. But Herbert Hoover, in his 
82nd year, is a cagey citizen Vho knows 
his way in Washington. 
And so a Citizens Com mittee for t h e 
Hoover Reports has been organized n a­ 
tionwide. It goes into every state and into 
every Congressional District to alert those 
who are sym pathetic with its recom m en­ 
dations to fight for them. In m any places, 
som e of the recom m endations will be re ­ 
jected; 
but in others, the Hoover group 
: will develop enough support to produce 
| pressures upon Senators and Representa- 


i tives, Republicans and D em ocrats, w h o 


j seek re-election. This m ay be very em bar- 
, bassing in the 1956 cam paign.

It is reported to be especially 
effective for children since It 
eliminates the need for taking 
water, usually required for down­ 
ing anti-motion sickness pills. 
Effective Drug 
Meticorteione Is a drug re­ 
portedly three to five times more 


active than cortisone or hydro­ 
cortisone in treating rheumatoid 
arthritis and other diseases. It is 
also supposed to be very effective 
against asthma. 
Viadril is the first steroid com­ 
pound used successfully as a 
surgical anesthetic for humans. 


Less Toxic 


It has proved generally less 
toxic than intravenous anesthet­ 
ics now in use. It also reportedly 
has the advantage of producing a 
relatively low degree of respira­ 
tory depression and a rapid, un­ 
complicated recovery.

In Taxes Gets 
Added Talk 


Much Business Planning 
Is Tied To Possibility 
Of Relief By Congress

NEW YORK Iff1!—Hope for a cut 
in federal taxes rides high right j 
now. And much business planning 
for next year is tied to it. 
Few 
businessm en 
expect 
that 
the 
scheduled 
drop 
in 
corpor- I 
ate income tax rates will be a1- j 
lowed to come off next year as i 
prom ised. But they do expect a 
cut in individual income tax rates. 
Since this would be reflected im ­ 
m ediately in take home pay of 
consum ers, businessm en look for 
this added spending power to give 
the economy a nudge next year— 
when it m ay be needing one. 
So, m any corporation m anage­ 
m ents 
are 
setting 
their 
long- 
range plans with this in view. 
The expectation of individual in­ 
come tax cuts next y ear isn’t bas­ 
ed so much on the off-chance that 
the federal budget can be balanced 
as it is on the rath er cynical opin­ 
ion that since 1956 is an election 
year both political parties will be 
luring the voter with the surest 
bait: A cut in his taxes. 
W ashington officials now estim ­ 
ate that current prosperity will 
bring in so much in taxes in com ­ 
ing months that the federal deficit 
next June will be the sm allest in 
five years. 
At the 
sam e tim e, 
however, they report that since 
the first of this y ear they have 
had to raise their estim ates on 
total governm ent expenditures by 
alm ost lVfc billion dollars. 
It’s only the golden flow of tax 
receipts th a t’s bringing the goal 
of a balanced budget at least with­ 
in sight. 
Officials have been able to shave 
spending 
for 
defense 
som ewhat 
since the first of the year. But 
spending on all program s other 
than national security are now es­ 
tim ated at 2% billion dollars high­ 
e r than they were the first year, 
and one billion dollars higher than 
was actually spent in the last fis­ 
cal 
year. 
‘T h ere are two clear threats to 
the 
achievem ent of 
a 
balanced 
budget,” the F irst National City 
Bank of New York notes in its 
Septem ber letter, ‘‘first, there is 
the difficulty of controlling expen- j 
ditures, vividly illustrated by the 
I Mi 
billion 
dollar increase over 
the Jan uary estim ate in fiscal ’56 
outlays. 
‘‘Secondly, 
there 
will 
be 
the 
tem ptation to Congress, m eeting 
next Jan u ary 
in

year, to shave taxes unwisely and 
prem aturely.”

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Wanted: Genius To Solve 
Puzzle Of Farm Surpluses 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
last in a series of three articles 
dealing with America’s 
contro­ 
versial farm commodity surplus 
problem.

WASHINGTON UP — The world 
will beat a path to the door of the 
man who invents 
a 
solution to 
A m erica’s problem of farm sur­ 
pluses. 
It is a five billion dollar puzzle 
which has defied solution for n ear­ 
ly 30 years in its m odern form. 
There 
are 
people galore 
who 
think they have the answer. But 
agree half the tim e on what the 
problem is. 
W hat 
is 
the 
American 
farm 
problem ? Its most distressing sym ­ 
ptom 
today is 
the 
$5,370,029,000 
surplus 
taken 
off the 
farm er’s 
hands 
by 
the 
governm ent. 
But 
w hat’s the cause? 
“ Too 
much 
production,” 
says 
one school. 
“ Not enough consum ption,” says 
another. 
If overproduction is the cause, 
the cure would seem to be in hold­ 
ing dowrn production. The depart­ 
m ent of A griculture tries to do 
this by controlling planting and 
m arketing under laws dating back 
to and beyond 1933 when the gov­ 
ernm ent paid farm ers to kill their 
pigs and plow under their cotton. 
Increased consumption is a goal 
too. The most notable success has 
been with the dairy surplus. The 
school lunch program pours tons 
of milk into school children who, 
in m any cases, would otherwise 
have none. 
Melted down butter 
sent India as a gift is accepted as 
a delicacy. 
A m erica’s farm laws are aim ed 
at guaranteeing the farm er that, 
barring some freak of w eather or 
bugs, he can count on a certain 
m inimum return for his crop. That 
takes much of the guess out of a 
“ by guess and by God” calling. 
The laws do not discrim inate 
am ong farm ers. The top 2 m il­ 
lion who produce half the country’s 
farm goods by value get the sam e 
treatm ent as the 7 million who 
turn out 39 per cent, or the 12 
million who live on the fringes of 
starvation. 
The 
A g r i c u l t u r e 
D epart­ 
m ent reckons its support of the 
farm er 
in term s 
of purchasing 
power. It does this with a stan­ 
dard 
called 
parity, 
which 
one 
farm er once described this way: 
“ If you can sell a truckload of 


wheat and buy with the money as 
much food, clothing, building m at­ 
erials, farm .m achinery, fertilizer 
and the like as you could in the 
five years, 1910-14, your w heat is 
selling at the parity price.” 
The 1910-14 base period has been 
brought up to date, but he had the 
general idea. 
Defenders of parity say it does 
no m ore for the farm er than a 
wage contract does for his city 
cousins. D etractors decry it as an 
outmoded link with the past, a bar 
to incentive and efficiency and a 
breeker of governm ent controls. 
Charles B rannan thought he had 
a better solution than parity — 
pegged price supports. As secre­ 
tary of agriculture in the Trum an 
adm inistration in 1949 he put his 
plan to Congress this way: 
“ Let prices go down if they will. 
Then let the governm ent pay farm ­ 
ers a guaranteed annual cash in­ 
come for producing our food. Thus 
consum ers would get cheaper food, 
and farm ers would get their in­ 
come anyhow and everybody would 
be happy.” 
Congress was far from happy 
with the B rannan subsidy plan, es­ 
pecially his inability to say p re­ 
cisely how much it would cost. It 
was killed, but it left a lively ghost. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
announced Aug. 13 a kind of sub­ 
sidy plan for cotton starting after 
next Jan. I. L ast April he put sub­ 
sidy paym ents in effect for wool 
and m ohair, trying to build up the 
industry. 
Still the subsidy vs. supports b at­ 
tle roars on. E very now and then 
a man like Sen. Eastland (D-M iss), 
him self a farm er, steps into the 
middle of the fray with an idea to 
deal with a particular product. 
E astland cam e up this year with 
what he called a “ bold new plan” 
for cotton. In essence it was to 
lower cotton supports from 90 to 80 
per cent of parity, increase al­ 
loted acreage from 18 million to 23

million acres and sell surplus cot­ 
ton on the world m arket at going 
prices. 
Eastland 
also is 
pressing for 
legislation which would raise the 
standard of cotton eligible for sup­ 
ports. If accepted, that would dis­ 
courage production of low grade 
cotton which m akes up the bulk of 
the U. S. surplus. 
Any such talk of pushing U. S. 
surplus cotton on the world m arket 
brings howls from inside the coun­ 
try as well as abroad. Textile firm s 
fear im ports of goods m ade from 
such low cost U. S. cotton. Some 
U. S. investm ent firm s have m il­ 
lions tied up in foreign cotton with 
which it would compete. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
left last Sunday for W estern E u­ 
rope to try to explain the surplus 
program and perhaps make some 
sales. 
The head of a U. S. farm dele­ 
gation which visited Russia said 
last week an active effort should 
be m ade to open up the Soviet 
m arket. W. V. Lam bert, dean of 
agriculture at the University of
